CONDITIONS TOR LICENSING FOR IMPORTS UNDER 
THE BELGIAN GOVERNMENT CREDIT FOR 1979-80 

1(1) The Belgium Government Credit extended in Septem¬ 
ber, 1979 by the Government of Belgium can be used for 
linancing imports from Belgium of capital goods or industrial 
equipment. The loan can be also used to pay for Belgian 
services required for the implementation of the development 
projects in India. 

1 (2) Only capital goods and industrial equipments and ser¬ 
vices appurtenant thereto, of Belgian origin are eligible for 
being financed under this Credit. 

II. Issue of Import Licences : 

11(1) The import licence will be issued on C1F basis with 
an initial validity of 12 months. Foi extension of the validity 
of the licence, the licensee should approach the licensing 
authority concerned within the validity period of the licence, 
who shall consult the Department of Economic Affairs, (EEC-I 
Section) in the matter. 

11(2) Firm order on CIF/C&F basis must be placed on 
the suppliers in Belgium and sent to the Ministry of Finance, 
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Department of Economic Affairs (EEC-I Section) Room No, 
69, North Block, New Delhi within 4 months from the date 
of issue of the import licence, If firm orders cannot be) 
finalised v.hfrn the initial time limit ol 4 months, the licensee 
should submit to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, 
or other licensing authorities, m the case may be. a proposal 
seeking an extension in the ordering period, furnishing justi¬ 
fication and explanation as to why ordering could not be 
completed within the initial validity period of 4 months. 
Such requests for extension in the ordering period will be 
considered on the merits of each case by the licensing autho¬ 
rities who may grant extension up to a further period of 
4 months. If, however, extension is sought beyond 8 months 
from the date of issue of import licence, such proposals should 
invariably he referred by the licensing authorities to the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs (EEC- 1 
Section). 

11(3) The licence will bear the superscription, XIV Belgian 
Government Credit, 1979 and intlicate the Public Notice 
number under which these licensing conditions are issued.

“SY'BN”. This licence code will be mentioned in all the 
shipping documents to the Reserve Bank of Tndia at the 
time of rupee deposits. 

IT(4) As soon as the impoiter receives the import licence, 
he should send a report to that effect to the Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, (EEC-f Section) 
Room No. 69, North Block, New Delhi-110001, along with 
the following information :— 

(i) No. and date of import licence; 

(ii) Value; 

(hi) Date by which copies of contract are expected to 
be furnished to Department of Economic Affairs, 

Section 111—Finalisation of Contract: 

111(1) Only one contract should be entered into against the 
import licence. In exceptional cases, more than cne contract 
will be permitted to be entered into, for which prior approval 
of the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, 
(EEC-T Section) should be obtained soon after the dale of 
issue of the import licence. 

111(2) The term "Firm Orders" referred to in Section 11(2) 
means purchase order placed by the Indian licensee on the 
Belgian supplier duly supported by order confirmation by the 
latter or purchase contract duly signed by both the Indian 
importer and the Belgian supplier. Orders on Indian Agents of 
Belgian suppliers and/or order confirmation of such Indian 
Agents are not acceptable. 

111(3) The C1F/C&F value of the contract (including Indian 
Agent's Commission) should be expressed in Belgian Francs. 

111(4) The contract mast provide for payment on cash basis 
i.e. on presentation of shipping documents. No credit facility 
of any kind will be permitted to be availed of by the Indian 
importer from the Belgian suppliers. 

III<5> The contract should provide a clause that it is sub' 
ject to the approval of the Government of Indiu Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs. 

111(6) The amount of Indian Agent's commission included 
in tho value of the contract should be specifically indicated in 
the foreign currency. Any payment on this account, should 
be made in Indian rupees to the Agent in India. No remit¬ 
tance of foreign exchange will be permitted for this, purpose. 
Such payments will, however, form part of the licence value 
and will, therefore, be charged to the licence, 

1U(7) The purchase order and rhe supplier’s order confirma¬ 
tion should be in English only. 

111(8) For any customary performance guarantee, where 
required, the suppliers should be asked to furnish a bank 
guarantee /warranty. 

Section IV—Approval of Contracts t 

IVU) Immediately after the contract is concluded, me im¬ 
porter should furnish 5 photostat copies of the contract/ 
supply orders accompanied by a photostat copy of the Import 
Licence and two copies of the Request for Issue of Letter 


of Authority as in Annexure 1 to the Ministry of E,nance, 
Department of Economic Affairs (EEC-1 Section), Room No. 
69, North Block, New Delhi-110001. 

IV(2) Tf the contract documents, the request for issue ol 
letter of authorisation and the import licence are found to 
be in order. Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs, (EEC-I Section) will approve the contract and issue 
the Letter of Authority in the form at Annexure II. 

Section V—Method of Payments : 

V(l) After the issue of the Letter of Authority in favour 
of the importer’s bank in India, a Letter of Credit will be 
established on the Belgian Supplier’s bank. 

V(2) It will be the responsibility of the Belgian banker with 
whom the Letter of Credit has been established to forward 
one set of non-negotiable shipping documents, commercial 
invoice bearing a certificate from the supplier indicating the 
fact of receipt of payments amounting to JOO per cent of 
the invoice value and the certificate of origin to the Controller 
of Aid Accounts and Audit, UCO Bank Building, Parliament 
Street, New Delhi-110001. tit is- absolutely necessary for the 
Indian banker to include a provision to this effect in the 
Letter of Credit to be established. 

V(3) After the remittance is made, the Indian Importer’s 
bank shall fill in an additional copy of Form "A’ and ior- 
ward the same to the Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, UCO 
Bank Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi within 15 days 
from the date of payment together with one set of non-nego¬ 
tiable shipping documents comprising of Receipted Invoice, 
Bill of Lading and Certificate of Origin referred to m Section 
V(2) above. 

V(4) On receipt of the documents mentioned in Paras V(2) 
and V(3) above, the CAA&A will claim reimbursement of the 
cost of imports and/or supplies made by the importer trom 
the National Bank of Belgium, Brussels. 

V(5) Both the Indian importer and Indian banker will 
ensure that all the requisite information is given correctly, 
fully and in specific terms against the relevant columns 

V(6) Form ‘A' will further bear the signature of lhe autho¬ 
rised officer of the Indian banker and stamped with its official 
seal. 

V(7) Any omission on the part of the importer to send 
reimbursement documents promptly to the Ministry of Finance, 
Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, UCO Bank Building, 
New Delhi-110001 will be viewed seriously and the CC1&E 
may be asked to suspend all import licences in the name of 
the importer. In ease the importer persists in his default, 
his case may be recommended to the CCI&E for being black¬ 
listed. The importer will in addition be liable to penalties/ 
punishment under the law governing Import Control Act, 

Section VI Miscellaneous: 

Vi(I) The importer should furnish a quarterly report as 
in Annexure-JII showing the utilisation status of the licence 
to the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, 
(HEC-I Section). 

Vl(2) It should be understood that the Government of 
India will not undertake any responsibility for dispute, if any, 
that may arise between the licensee and the supplier. The 
conditions to be fulfilled by the supplier before payment 
could be effccled to him must be clearly spelt out to the 
supplier by the importer and a provision dealing with settle¬ 
ment of disputes may be included in the contract itself. 

VI(3) Approved contracts should not be cancelled without 
prior concurrence of the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs (EEC-1 Section). 

Vl(4) The licensee shall promptly comply with any direc¬ 
tions, instructions, or orders issued by the Government of 
India from time to time regarding any and all matters arising 
from or pertaining to imnort licence and for meeting all 
obligations under Belgian Government Credit. 

VI(5) Any breach of violation of the conditions set forth 
in the above clauses will result in appropriate action against 
the importer or its bankers under tnc Imports and Exports 
(Control) Act,
